Yes - It is to a limited extent as a state unfunded mandate but not as a federal unfunded mandate. 

The Chase Morris SCA Prevention Act is a state mandate. Staff time was required to implement in July 2015 
by MCH. We have not done anything substantial since implementation. We need to update the Parent 
Student Information Form which would require staff time. We could also do more to improve the website. 

The new Concussion Education Act similarly required staff time in Injury Prevention to update the website 
by November 1, 2016. It is also a state mandate and not federal mandate. Since this has been accomplished, 
staff time is negligible to maintain the website. 

There is also the Children's Vision Screening Act which is also a state unfunded mandate in MCH. For this 
act, I believe it was indicated the cost impact to OSDH was negligible when the legislation was passed (one 
of the BOH members was an ophthalmologist). Staff time was required to implement and maintain the 
initial advisory committee and registry certified trainers by MCH. Limited staff time is still required by MCH 
to maintain the registry and website.

Would the voter registration mandate imposed on WIC clinics by the NVRA be an unfunded mandate? We 
were just visiting about NVRA yesterday in the context of transferring agency responsibility from Neil to Terry. 

National Voter Registration Act of 1993 (also known as the "NVRA" and the "Motor Voter Act") 
Section 7 of the Act requires states to offer voter registration opportunities at all offices that provide 





public assistance and all offices that provide state-funded programs primarily engaged in providing 
services to persons with disabilities. Each applicant for any of these services, renewal of services, or 
address changes must be provided with a voter registration form of a declination form as well as 
assistance in completing the form and forwarding the completed application to the appropriate state 
or local election official. 

Unfunded federal mandates from a quick internet search reported by cities that would also appear to affect 

state agencies were the following: 

• Americans with Disabilities Act (ADA) requirements 

• Fair Labor Standards Act (FSLA) requirements 

• Health Insurance Portability and Accountability Act (HIPAA) requirements 

• Family and Medical Leave Act (FMLA) requirements 

• Occupational Safety and Health Administration requirements 

• Limited English Proficiency requirements for providing translation services 

Underfunding by federal grants may be an issue with some of our programs. Mark Dorsett or program 

directors would be in a better position to identify federal grants with unfunded mandates. 

Most of the federal grants in CFHS that I am aware of provide funding for carrying out grant activities. Some 

require a state match that we voluntarily agree to pay in order to receive the federal funds.
